Sausage Stew with 
Celeriac and Kale 

THIS is a great one-pan dish, in which you build up 
the gravy around the ingredients as they cook. 
Serve with good crusty bread, so none of the juices 
go to waste. 

Serves 4 

500g good pork sausages 
lOOg bacon, cut into lardons 

1 tablespoon olive oil 

2 onions, sliced 

% celeriac, peeled and chopped into 2cm pieces 
2 garlic cloves, crushed 
1 sprig of thyme (or a pinch of dried thyme) 

1 bay leaf 

1 tablespoon tomato puree 
100ml red wine 
600ml chicken or meat stock 
dash of Worcestershire sauce 

4 teaspoons Dijon mustard 

200g kale, stripped from stalks, shredded 
400g tin white beans, rinsed and drained 
sea salt and freshly ground black pepper 
In a large, heavy-based saute pan or saucepan, 
shallow-fry the sausages and lardons in the oil for 

5 minutes. 

Remove the sausages. Add the onions and cook 
for 10 minutes. Increase the heat and add the cele¬ 
riac, stirring frequently to stop the onions from 
burning. Add the garlic, herbs and tomato puree 
and stir well for 2 minutes. Deglaze the pan with 
red wine, stirring to remove the sticky bits from the 
base, then add the stock, Worcestershire sauce and 
mustard. 

Bring the contents of the pan to a simmer, return 
the sausages, cover and cook for about 20 minutes. 
Add the kale to the pan and wilt on top of the 
other ingredients for 10 minutes, then mix it in. 
Add the white beans, season and cook for a further 
5 minutes.

New Year, new you? Eight out often no 
longer even bother to make resolutions 


THE ARRIVAL of New Year is traditionally a time 
for us to vow to turn over a new leaf, dropping 
bad habits and learning good ones. 

But it emerged yesterday that eight out of ten 
Brits won't even bother making New Year resolu¬ 
tions in 2012. 

Researchers found most people now reckon 
the annual vows are 'old fashioned' and 'a waste 
of time'. 

One in ten said they no longer make them be¬ 
cause they feel they are already generally 
healthy and so struggle to find something to 
give up. 

And one quarter admitted they didn't bother 
any more because they knew they would give up 
within days. 

One in six reckon any resolutions would be 'un¬ 
realistic goals' which they have no chance of 
sticking to. 

The trend emerged in a study carried out by 
multivitamin brand Centrum. 

A spokesman said:'We've all made New Year's 
resolutions in the past and, if we're honest, it's 
rare that people see them through. 

'The research shows that many people no 
longer bother with resolutions because they 
don't think they will stick to them. 

'This is because people make unrealistic goals 
like beginning extreme diets or committing to 
heavy exercise routines that they can't maintain. 

'But by making clever changes to one's lifestyle 
instead of aiming at dramatic goals people may 
find that they can stick to their resolutions in the 
long term.' 

The nationwide study of 1,000 aged between 
25 and 65 quizzed them on their plans for 2012. 

It found seven per cent say don't bother with 
resolutions because no one else in their family 


makes New Year promises. 

Of the few who do still make them, health and 
wealth will be the key focus. Six out often intend 
to eat more healthily and a quarter promise to 
become more affectionate with their husband or 
wife. 

Another third have told themselves they'll do 
more exercise and 53 per cent will try to save 
more money. 

While one in six will look to find 'Me O'clock' by 
making more time for themselves, one in five will 
make the pledge to cut down on alcohol. 

Yet it also emerged resolutions are likely to be 
broken by January 11. 

The spokesman for Centrum added: 'Making a 
New Year's resolution can be a very positive 
thing, the trick is to be realistic. 

'Think of those little changes you can make that 
you know you'll be able to stick to. 

'Pledging to add at least one extra portion of 
fruit and veg to your daily diet or taking the 
stairs instead of the lift once a day are just some 
of the easily maintainable changes you can make 
to your lifestyle to give yourself a boost in 2011.'

He enjoyed army life and ended up with the Military Service Medal after 27 
years, leaving as a Staff Sergeant Major (Warrant Officer Class I) to join the Civil 
Service as a senior executive officer, working for the Ministry of Agriculture 
Food and Fisheries, now DEFRA. 

During his army career Derek and his wife Joan lived in six different countries 
including East Africa and he was by no means stuck behind a desk in a safe 
haven, as one might assume of an accountant. 

They had two children and whilst in Cyprus Joan became a lifeguard at the 
NAAFI swimming pool and also a Brownie Leader and the couple helped SSAFA 
with short term fostering. Back in Worthy Down in the seventies, Derek was 
lured into becoming a Scout leader by their son which he thoroughly enjoyed, 
and continued when they moved to Germany, becoming a group leader for 17 
years. 

The couple moved to Crewkerne from York in 2002. With grown up children 
they needed to downsize and after living in over 20 houses throughout their 
marriage, wanted to be settled in a market town with good facilities.

Judi Dench, I think she is a brilliant ac¬ 
tress and of course she is a Yorkshire lass.

• WHEN you were in the army, where 
was your favourite posting? 

I think Germany- Cyprus was nice for the 
sunshine - but Germany has lovely coun¬ 
tryside and it is very organised and clean 
and friendly.

Buckler given New Year's boost 


THE SIGHT of The Sawyer driving up 
the steep Cheltenham finish to 
snatch third place in the 3% mile 
Class 2 Raceodds Handicap Chase 
had seven times NH Champion 
Jockey John Francome positively 
drooling on Channel 4's Racing pro¬ 
gramme on New Year's Day writes 
Stuart Broom. 

Twenty-four hours later there was 
more joy for local trainerBob Buckler 
when the stable's other favourite old 
boy Double Dizzy ran away with the 
At The Races Sussex National at 
Plumpton 

Prominent throughout due to his 
front running, it looked as if The 
Sawyer was going to be run out of a 
place as jumping the third last fence 
before the long run up the Glouces¬ 
tershire hill, Nikola and Runshan 
opened up a six length lead. 

However, eventual winner Mostly 
Bob, last year's Grand National win¬ 
ner Mon Mome and The Sawyer, 


now fifth, found more in the tank 
and cut down the leaders with the 
Henley trainer's horse getting up 100 
yards from the finish to beat both the 
tiring Nikola and Runshan as 
Nathan Sweeney drove him home. 

Francome could not hide his admi¬ 
ration for The Sawyer's efforts claim¬ 
ing that he had: "Never seen him run 
a bad race and that in his opinion, 
despite Mon Mome's brilliant race in 
getting second over a much shorter 
distance than normal, Buckler's 
horse was the star of the race in the 
way he had persevered up one of the 
toughest finishes in racing.." 

"He just continues to produce such 
scintillating runs, and congratula¬ 
tions to Nathan who gave him a 
great ride," said Buckler. 

"They all went quick enough to be 
fair in fairly heavy going, but it is 
amazing how he is still so interested 
in racing and never gives in. He gal¬ 
loped on well and certainly John 


Francome was impressed by him! 

"It's a pity but I don't think he will 
be rated high enough to enter the 
Grand National" said Buckler. 

Double Dizzy was hampered by 
the Leicester stewards who claimed 
that the glare of the sun in the back 
straight made it dangerous to jump 
three of the fences last Wednesday in 
a pipe opener for Monday's race. 

Already running over the shorter 
distance of 216 miles instead of his 
normal 3 miles plus, it gave the ad¬ 
vantage to the faster horses, and al¬ 
though he ran well enough to finish 
fifth, coupled with the heavy condi¬ 
tions, it wasn't the best preparation. 

However he came good on Mon¬ 
day when he scooted away with 
Plumpton's version of the Grand Na¬ 
tional over 3 miles 7 furlongs. 

In a race which saw only three of 
the nine starters complete the 
course, it could have been just two 
when 'Digger' (his stable's nickname) 


was hampered by the falling 
favourite Strongbows Legend at the 
10th fence. 

He not only kicked him hard in the 
side as he fell causing a gash, but got 
tangled in his legs and it was only 
the brilliance of jockey Andrew Glas- 
sonbury who kept them in the race. 
Once settled, they went on to easily 
win in a canter by 15 lengths. 

Buckler said: "Andrew did bril¬ 
liantly; he lost an iron but managed 
to stay on. Digger was going well be¬ 
fore, but the clash shook him up and 
he lost his rhythm for a few seconds. 
But he didn't rush him. 

"He let him regain his composure. 
It was good thinking and gave him a 
super ride. Plumpton's fences take 
some jumping, but he was brilliant." 

Ballyegan snatched back second 
place in the Class 3 Betfred Mandarin 
Handicap Chase at Newbury on New 
Year's Eve, also over 316 miles. 

Small Fly earned his trainer over 


£900 with two place finishes over the 
holiday period. 

After finishing second in the Hoby 
Selling Hurdle at Leicester on 
Wednesday, he then produced an¬ 
other reasonable performance at Ex¬ 
eter on New Year's Day to finish third 
in the Bathwick Tyres Handicap Hur¬ 
dle. 

"He's a bit lazy and maybe we will 
fit him with blinkers to see if it im¬ 
proves his concentration." 

Saint Peray found the ground too 
much for him on the same card in 
the 3 mile handicap chase, and, after 
appearing prominent, faded in the 
mud to finish sixth. 

"He jumped brilliantly over the big¬ 
ger fences, but wants better going, 
but is a genuine horse." 

Both Champagne Rosie and Quix 
also found the mud too much for 
them at Wincanton and Ffos Las re¬ 
spectively but both improved from 
their previous runs.
